. CHINESE IMPORT DUTEES. 


A quarterly meoting of the members of 
the ‘Manchester Chamber of Coinmerce 
was held on 2nd November. The Presid- 
ent (Mr ‘W. H. Helland) in the course of 
an address on the topics which had ‘on- 
gaged the attention of the directors during 
the quarter, said :— 

Of all tho subjects before them it would 
be . agreed, he thought, that by far. the 
most important ‘wos tha question of Chinese 
import duties and‘ tha visit of Li Hung. 
chang. He thought “England ‘prob 
never had a visioor of a more inquiring 
mind than Li Hung-chang. His questions 
were always intelligent, and often arousing, 
and they might fairly. hope: he would not 
only have absorbed but assim! some 

Jof our European ideas. If that were so, 
then China as an opening forfrade would be, 
he thought, very much more hopeful than 
would otherwiso be the case. Obviously 
why Li Hung-chang.came to this country 
was because a bigger revenue was necded 
in “China for many purposea, amongst the 
test to pay the Japanéso indemnity, to 
construct railways, and to'strengthon the 
defence of the Empire. The presentimport 
duty they knew was but 5 per cent, and Li 
Hung-chang, it was supposed, was anxious 
to obtain tho. consent of Lord Salisbury to 


had very fully considered the whole ques- 
tion, and they arrived at the opinion that it 
would be unreasonable to withold consent 
to # reasonable increase under present 
circumstances, .[t was to be borne in mind 
the increase was an additional tax which 
Chins herself and not we would have to 
pay, To withhold consent to that increase 
would mean to dclay the construction of 
railways, which they. thought would do so 
much to develop the.country. That would 
bea penny wiso pound foolish policy, and 
in addition to that he had sven it suggested 
that it would be quite indffectual on our 

art if we, were to withhold consent to sn 
incréase in the imiport duties, because thero 
would be ways, by an abuse of the inland 
taxes, of raising the monoy, and probably 
inflicting even a greater injury on trade 
than by an “increase merely in the 
import duties. Another consideration was 
~present, too, to the miuds of sole of the 
directors, and it was that imuch was expect: 
ed from, China, and that being so it was of 
the highest importanee that we should re- 
tain the friondship of China. Under these 
circunistances the wisest course tu take was 
undoubtedly to assume a reasonable atti-

Theso 
few facts give some ides of the intelligence 
which~directs tho control. of these mat- 
ters. One thing, however, yet remains. 
to be done, and that is to a stop to 
any quarantine on the steamors, for the 
pigue is evidently becoming endemic in 

ombay, and, with the removal of any auspi- 
cious cases to the hospital ship, all roquire- 
ssenta will ba ratished, seeing that pissen- 
gers from Bombay, if they so wish; can coma 
over to Colombo byTouticorin in thousands 
without any inspection or qaarantine what- 
ever, and no doubt many do su asit is.
